Qaim 6-8 and 18-20 are rejected over 35 LBC 103(a) over Bfessel in viewof 
Mrgulis in viewof ffendricks and further in viewof IS 6,081,533 ("laubactT). 

Qaim 25 and 27 stand rejected over Bfcssel /Mrgulis plus adm t ted prior art. 
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MI. HE^OMNT 

The Bsaniner has cited Tn re MTnupnlin for the prc^xxsitioa 

"Any judgnsnt cm obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction 
based on hindsight reasoning, but so long as it takes into account only 
knovtedge \toich vos vithin the level of ordinary skill in the art at the 
tins the clained invention vas mde and does not include knovtedge gleaned 
only frcrnappiicant' s disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. " In re 
Mnuahlin 443 F.2d 1392, 170 IHQ209, 212 (GGPA1971). 
Tvo points nust be noted about this quoted section. First, the passage does not 
sanction the use of knowledge fromthe disclosure to contains references. Second, the 
passage is in fact obiter dicta.

The Bsaniner purports to find the additional features of these dependent claim 
in Mrgulis. The Bamner points to features of the wreless unit 156, particularly as 
illustrated wth respect to Rg. 6. The Bcairiner alleges that the wreless unit 156 nay 
be transnitting IP packets. The Bcairiner particularly points to the WTunit 656. 

^licant believes that the Bairiner is nischaracterizing the reference here, 
applicant does not understand the WJunit 656 to be connected directly to the 
Internet, applicant understands the \5&Junit 656 to be connected to program sources 
112 via swtcher 138. applicant continues to believe that if there is a security 
device, it is going to be in the program sources area 112, for instance personal 
conputer 114. Al of these sources are routed to the wreless device 156 via the 
swtcher 138. 

^plicant respectfully subnits that there is no reason to infer any KDlike 
security function exists in the wreless base station 156, except through inpernissible 
hindsight reconstruction in light of ^Applicant's disclosure.

Against the additional features recited in these dependent claim, the Bcairiner 
cites Ifaidricks. findricles show removable hardware upgrades to a set top terninal. 
iApplicants are not finding any teaching or suggest i on — at least in the portions cited 
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by the Ekaniner — that these upgrades ore KDrarfules as that termis currently 
understood in the art. In the appendices, applicants include an Internet article dated 
1999, significantly after Kndricks, explaining the nature of FCDirodules. /ppli cants 
accordingly respectfully suhnit that once again these rejections are inprqper hindsight 
reconstructions - that the nsrtivation to combine these teachings wth the other 
references conns frcm/ppli cants claim and disclosure, not front he references 
themelves.

Against the additional recitations of this dependent clainj the Bcaniner cites 
netwk controller 214 of Kndricks, and col.

/gainst the additional features recited in these dependent claim, the Bcaniner 
cites Bbssel/Mrgulis/Hndricks. May deficiencies of these references have already 
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been discussed Hwever, these claim, as a vfaole, recites functionality that cannot 
be envisioned rarely by reading the references, narely that a single device having both 
PCD functions and an application programand wreless coranimicatiGn, can be sold as a 
single renovable apparatus for a set top box. Gbbbling together these references — 
using indicants 5 claim as a road mp as the Baniner has done — just does not result 
in teaching or suggesting this concept as a vhole. i^pplicants accordingly respectfully 
siibnit that the Exaniner lias failed to rake a prima facie case against these claim.

Against the additional recitations of this dependent clainj the Efcaniner cites 
laubach, in caribinatian vrth the prior references, j^ppli cants respectfully suhrit that 
the Rjbe-Gbldberg type combination here of four separate references nil it at es against a 
findii^ of obviousness, especially since the motivation to conkine themcoras from 
jApplicants' claim. Mreover, applicants are unable to deter nine \foat relationship the 
naxiule 1301 night have wth a PCD ^plicants respectfully subtit therefore that the 
Exaniner has failed to nafce a prima facie case against these claim. 

Qaim25 &27 

The Bconiner recognizes here the nature of KDirodules, vfeich is enphasized in 
these claim - but does not, seeningly, understand the significance of these 
recitations, rarely that irost of the references, except far Bbssel, do not relate to 
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the field of KDn&dules. Mrgulis, for instance, also applied against these claim, 
is not applicable to the field of KDn&dules, as explained before. Hnce, the 
Bonner has failed to present a prima facie case against these claim.
